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Preface 


The rapid growth of the Area Exhibitions since their inception in 1946 
has been one of the most stimulating experiences of this period for those 
members of the Gallery's Staff who have witnessed its progress. Not 
only has there been a remarkable increase in the number of entries, 
but the quality of the work submitted has steadily risen. This year the 
total number of entries reached 1,523, nearly double that of the first 
of the series. It is unlikely that this record will be surpassed in 1952, 
but, if the present exhibition is as well received as I believe it deserves, 
a further rise is still not entirely to be discounted. The number of 
entries is, however, no indication of the number of artists who were 
interested in being shown. Our records show that 603 individuals 
submitted—an impressive figure for so restricted an area. 

The amount of money for purchases has kept abreast of the increasing 
importance of this exhibition to the community. In 1946 only $50 was 
available; in 1951 contributions amounted to more than $700. The 
artists and the Gallery are most grateful to the donors listed on page 7 
for their recognition of the creative achievements of our artists. 

The Gallery wishes also to express its thanks to the members of the 
jury who freely gave of their time to come to Washington to judge 
the exhibition.

A Juror 9 s Statement 


No perfect method has yet been devised to jury a large group of art 
works and to mete out exact justice to all. 

Errors are bound to be made whether this responsible task is borne by 
several individuals or shouldered by one timorous soul. 

In the case of the present Sixth Annual Area Exhibition, the responsi¬ 
bility for each of the three graphic art categories — sculpture; prints and 
black and white drawings; oil paintings and watercolors—was squarely 
placed on the stout shoulders of three separate individuals by the Cor¬ 
coran Gallery. I use the word 'stout' advisedly, for experience has 
taught that it is more comfortable certainly, and in some cases, even 
more healthy , for the individual to participate in a plurality decision 
than to support his own frail judgement in the face of the public's 
opinion of it. 

As far as the net result goes, I am inclined to favor this present method 
of selection. In the first place, if a man is honest (and we presume 
that any serious artist is in approaching the works of his contempora¬ 
ries), then you will get a clean-cut pattern of one individual's taste and 
that alone. The Artists, the Juror and the Public all will know where 
they stand. 

1. The Artist will be able to praise or castigate the show without 
allowing the acceptance or rejection of his own work to affect his 
own pure, unbiased esthetic reactions. 

2. The Public will applaud or hiss according to its own mysterious 
whims. 

3. The Juror (being on his own), will have a much easier job of selec¬ 
tion than if he had to argue and eventually make compromises 
with a panel of his confreres. The nightmarish horror which will 


accompany the sudden realization of the momentousness of the 
powers which have been suddenly invested in him will tend to 
lessen as he speeds to the airport in a fast getaway. 

As for the Gallery, I think it is being courageous and intelligent in 
throwing this experiment into the lap of the Washington Public. 

I believe I speak for Mr. Gross and Mr. Zigrosser, as well as for myself, 
when I say that the extremely high standard of quality in evidence 
here throughout, is not only a credit to this section of the country, but 
that the finally selected display of works is in itself a justification for 
the method of selection made here. In each category the works chosen 
reflect the taste of one man, but within this seemingly limited scope I 
believe that a certain catholicity and breadth of view is apparent. 

As a participant juror in this experiment, I must here blush for my 
lack of modesty! Blush, also, in sorrow and remorse before those 
artists who sent in good work which did not get in. Limitation of wall 
space is one factor. Differences in taste is another. 

In any case, tread lightly and gently on our memory, dear Washington 
artist, for we have been honest at least. Be sober, also, in the reflection 
that some day you may find yourself sitting as a one-man jury all 
on your lonesome.
